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By flits Excellency TAMES DOUGLAS, 
Companion of the Most Honorable Order of 
the Bilk, Governor anil Commander-in-Chief 
of Vancouver. Island and its Dependencies, 
Vice-Admiral of the .same, tfcc ,<t-c. 

WHEREAS; I have been authorized by Her 
Majesty's Government to tako such steps 
as may tend to promote the settlement of country 
laud in the Colony of Vancouver Island and its 
Dependencies, and to redded the upset price of 
country land to four shillings and two-pence pur 
acre ; 

And whereas, it is expedient (o make public the 
methods by which laud may be acquired in the 
siid Colony ; 

Be it therefore known unto all men : 

Repeal of previous Lind Proclamations. 

I. The proclamations issued by me under the 
public Beal of the said Colony, dated respectively 
the 19th day of February, 1881, the 21st day of 
March, 18GI, and the 9th day of May 1861; save 
so f»r as the rights and interests of any person 
who may have sought to acquire laud thereunder 
are concerned, are hereby repealed. 

Lands lobe sold at Auction, if requisite. 

II. Whenever the pftnlic requirements arc such 
as to render tho sale of any tract of land expedient, 
whether a town site, suburban I mil, or otherwise, 
the same land will bo put up or sold at public auc- 
tion, at such upset price as may bo from time to 
time determined on — not, however, in any case 
exceeding the sum of -Is. '21 per acre for country 
laud, and in the event of any laud not fetching the 
upact price, it shall be lawful for the Surveyor 
General to sell the same by private contract at 
such upset price. 

Forfeited Laud to be sold at Auction, 

III. All country land forfeited for non-payment 
of instalments shall from time to time be put up 
for saloat public auction, at an upset price of Is. 
2d. per acre. 

Power to British Subjects and Aliens io!m lake 
the oath of allegiance toacipure Inn I. 

IV. That from and after the date hereof, British 
subjects, and aliens who shall tako the oath of 
allegiance to Her Majesty and Her Successors, 
above the age of 18, may acquire the right to hold 
and purchase in fee simple. unsold, unoccupied, 
and unreserved Crown Lands in Vancouver Island 
and its Dependencies, not being the site of an ex- 
istent or proposed town, or auriferous land avail- 
able for mining purposes, or an Indian Reserve or 
Settlement, under the following conditions : 

The person desirous of acjuiririg hind, to 
enter into possession tend n eurit his claim. 
O.uantUies to be recorded. 

V. The person desiring to acquire any particular 
plot of laud of the character aforesaid, shall enter 
into possession and shall record his claim with thu 
Survoyor General, paying to him the sum of eight 
shillings for recording such claim 

Tlie person recording may record his claim to 
the following quantities of land : 
If a single man 10') acres; 

If a married man whoso wife is rcsidont in the 
Colony, 150 acres ; 

If tho parent of children resident in the Colony, 
mid under the age of 18, ten additional acres for 
each such child. 

Power of acquiring additional land adjacent 
to the preempted claim on payment of an 
instalment. 

VI. Any person in possession of land so re- 
corded as aforesaid, may acquire the right to hold 
and purchase tiny further tract of unoccupied laud 
aforesaid, over and above the quantities aforesaid, 
and contiguous thereto, upon payment to the .Sur- 
veyor General of the sum of '1*. Id. per acre for 
the same, as and by way of instalment of the pur- 
chase money, to he ultimately paid to the Govern- 
ment upon the survey of thu same land. 

Possession and. Record necessary, a-; in case of 
pure pre-emption. 

VII. Any person so paying such deposit shall 
enter into possession and recoid bin claim to such 
lust mentioned tract of land in manner hereinbefore 
prescribed. 

Mode if record. 

VIII. The claimant shall in all cases give the 
best possible description of tho laud to the Sur- 
veyor-General, together with a rough plan thereof, 
and identify the plot in question by placing at the 
corners of the land four posts, and by stating in his 
description any other land marks of a noticeable 
character. 

Shiijie of land claimed. 

IX. Every piece ni land sought to he acquired 
under the provisions of this Proclamation, if in a 
surveyed district, shall be selected according to the 
lines of the survey, and if in an uusurvcyed dis- 
trict, such piece of hind shall (save as hereinafter 
mentioned with respect to lauds abutting on roads, 
riven or lakes, or the sea shore, or bounded by 
natural boundaries) be of a rectangular shape and 
the shortest line thereof shall be at least two- 
thirds the length of the longest line. 

Frontage of claims on roads, rivers, <('•«. 

X. Wherever the piece of land sought to be ac- 
quired in an uusurvcyed district abuts upon a road 
or highway, liver or sea-shoro, tho frontage on 
such road or highway, river or sea-shore, shall not 
exceed 1320 feet in length. 

Natural bound tries may be taken. 

XI. Where the land sought to bo acquired in an 
uusurvoyed district is in whole or in part bounded 
by mountains, rocks, lakes, swamps, roads, high- 
ways or the margin of a river, or by other natural 
boundaries, then such natural boundaries may be 
adopted as the boundaries of the land sought to bo 
acquired ; and in such case it shall he sufficient 
for the slaimant to show to the satisfaction of the 
Surveyor-General that the said form conforms as 
nearly as circum.it inces permit to tho provisions 
of this Proclamation. 

Irregular .ines 0J other claims may be taken. 

XII. If the land sought to bo acquired be 
buuuded by a claim the line of such claim may bo 



adopted by the person so Reeking to acquire, not- 
withstanding any irregularity in such line which 
has been occasioned by the adoption of a natural 
boundary or other cause by tho claimant of tho 
adjacent claim. 

Piece of' land enclosed between two claims may 
be taken, of w/ialcver jtYdpoftionil 

XIII. Where a piece of land is partially or en- 
tirely enclosed between two or moro claims, the 
claimant may acquire such enclosed piece, not. 
withstanding any irregularity of form, or dispro- 
portion in length of any of the sides. 

Direction of boundaries. 

XIV. Tho boundaries shall run as nearly as pos- 
sible by the cardinal points of tho compass, or if 
the claim be in an unsurvcyed djstrict and front 
on a road, lake, river or sea-shore, the boundaries 
shall run back from such road, lake, rivor or BOa- 
shorc us nearly as may be at right angles to Ois 
frontage. 

'I fie Ggi/crnpr may grant leases of the Infe- 
rior Minerals nottoithsltinduoj am/ I're'r 
cmption. 

XV. Until the conveyance of the land in re- 
spect of which a claim is recorded, it shall be law- 
ful for the Governor of Vancouver Island and its 
Dependencies, for the time being, to grant leases 
to all or any minerals lying under the same lor any 
term of years and with sueli rights of cntrv, and 
such powers of raising and working iiiclaU and 
metallic substances, and such privileges of using 
the surface ground for the necessary mining ope- 
rations as may be deemed necessary by the said 
Governor. 

Compensation lo be Made In the Occupant 

XVI. Provided that it any lessee enter and 
work any minerals upon or under any land pre 
viously pre-empted, or in respect of which any 
instalment has been paid, the pre-emptur or payer 
of the instalment shall be entitled to lull compen- 
sation from such lessee for tho surfneo land occu- 
pied, the diminution in value occasioned by such 
light of entry and the damage sustained by means 
of such raising, mining and working of the miner- 
als aforesaid, such damage to be ascertained as a 
question of deterioration to the land in question 
in an agricultural point of view only. 

Power to Purchase m Surveyed Districts. 

XVII. Where the land is situate in a surveyed 
District the claimant w ho has entered upon the said 
land and recorded his claim as aforesaid, his heirs 
ordevisces shall be entitled, after two years perma- 
nent occupation, or af'er 'lie issuance of a certifi- 
cate of improvements (whichever shall first happen) 
to purchase the land so acquired or in respect of 
which such deposit shall have been paid as afore- 
said at such rate as may for the time be fixed by 
the Government of Vancouver Island and its De- 
pendencies, not exceeding la. 2d. per acre. 

Person in Possession may Purcliaseul the rule 
oj is. 2d. per Acre when the Laud is Sur- 
veyed. 

XVIII. When the Government survey shall ex- 
tend to the laiid claimed, the claimant who has 
entered into possession of and recorded his claim 
as aforesaid, or his heirs or devisees, or in the 
ease of the grant of a certificate of improvement 
hereinafter mentioned, the assigns of such claim- 
ant shall, if he or they shall have boon in continu- 
ous occupation of the same land from the date of 
the record aforesaid, be entitled (subject to any 
such mineral leases as aforesaid) to purchase the 
land so acquired or in respect of which such tie- , 
posit shall have been paid as aforesaid at such rate 
as may for the time being bo fixed by the Govern- | 
meui of Vancouver Island and its Dependencies, 
not exceeding the sum of -li. 2d. per aero. 

Power to 'Surccgoi General 10 Lsnc a Cerli/i- 
ceili of hiipi ovement. 

XIX When the claimant, his heirs or devisees 
shall prove to the Survoyor General by the evi- 
dence of himself and of third parties, that he or 
they has or have continued in permanent occupa- 
tion of the claim from tho date of record and bus 
or have made permanent improvements thereon to 
tho value of 10s. per acre, the said Surveyor Gen- 
eral shall grant to the said claimant, his heirs or 
devisees, a certificate of improvement in the Form 
marked A In the Schedule hereto. 

Power to Sell, Mortgage or Least giccn to 
Occupant who hits obtained Certificate of 
Imp: ovement. 

XX. Upon the grant of the certificate of im- 
provement aforesaid, the person to whom the same 
is issued may, subject to any unpaid instalment 
and of the terms of occupation under which the 
same land was originally acquired, sell, mortgage 
or lease the laud in respect of which such certifi- 
cate Was been issued, but no interest it; any plot of 
land acquired in either of the methods aforesaid 
shall, before payment of the purchase money, be 
capable of passing to a purchaser unless tho ven- 
dor shall have obtained such certificate of improve- 
ment as aforesaid. 

Time of Payment of tin Purchase Money. 

XXI. The purchase money, except as otherwise 
provided in tho case of a person desirous of ac- 
quiring a contiguous portion of land, shall be pay- 
able for land acquired in manner aforesaid by in- 
stalments at the rate of Is. per acre, such instal- 
ments to be paid once in every year until the pur- 
chase money is paid in full and the tirst instalment 
is to be paid within twelve months after the sur- 
vey of the land is made, or in ease of the land 
being surveyed within twelve months after the 
record. 

(Irani of the Laud. 

XXII. Upon payment of the purchase money a 
conveyance of the land purchased shall be execu- 
ted in favor of tho purchaser, reserving the pre- 
cious minerals with a right to cuter and work the 
same in favor of the Crown, its assignees and li- 
censees, and subject to s\-*li mineral leases as may 
affect Hie laud conveyed. 

Compensation lo Persons whose Land is taken 
In/ the. Government. 

XXIII. In the event of the Crown, its assignees 
or licensees availing itself or themselves of the 
privileges (other than the taking of land required 
for roads) mentioned in clauses III and 112, a rea- 
sonable compensation for the land taken, wasted 
or damaged shall be paid to the person whose land 
shall be taken, wasted or damaged as aforesaid. 

Priority obtained by Registration with Pos- 
session. 

X XIV. Priority of title shall be obtained by the 
person who being in possession shall first record 
his claim in maimer aforesaid. 
Registration lo be Recorded with Land Re- 
corder. 

XXV. Every person who shall have recorded 
his claim with they Surveyor General aforesaid 
shall within thirty days from such recoid, record 
with the Laud Recorder of tho District or Settle- 
ment (when appointed) a copy of tho record made 
with the said Surveyor General and all maps or 
plans accompanying such record. 

Surveyor Genera! may Cancel Claims whose 
occupation has permanently ceased. 

XXVI. Whenever any person Hhall permanent- 
ly cease to occupy land acquired in cither of the 
methods aforesaid, the Surveyor General may in a 
summary way, on being satisfied of such perma- 
nent cessation, cancel the claim of the person so 
permanently ceasing to occupy the same and re- 
cord the claim thereto of any other person satisfy- 
ing tho requisitions aforesaid. 

Two Months'' Absence, as a Rule, sufficient 
evidence of Cessation of Occupation. 

XXVII. As an ordinary rule, two months ab- 
sence from the land acquired shall be eullicicnt 
evidence evidence of permanent cessation of occu- 
pation. 

Meaning of" Occupation. 

XX VI 1 1, Tho " occupation," mentioned herein 
shall mean a continuous personal residence of the 
cluimant himself, 

Stureyor General may grant a License lo act 
us Substitute Jor lh>: J'rc-cmptor. 
XX IX. If any claimant shall show gooit cause 
to tho Surveyor General he may grant him a " LI- 
eense to Substitute" in the form contained in 
Schedule 11$ hereto, and the continuous personal 
residence of the person named in such license 
(such person not being or becoming subsequently 
to the dato of the license a claimant of land under 
this or any previous Proclamation) shall, during 
tho continuance of the license and after record with 
tho Land Recorder, be as effectual as the continu- 
ous personal residence of the claimant himself, 



On Cancellation alt Deposits and Improve- 
ments Forfeited. 

XXX. All deposits paid in respect of such forj 
foiled claims shall be forfeited, and all improve- 
m'eritsi buildings and erections thereon shall (sub- 
ject to the appeal hereinafter mentioned) be open 
to settlement by any other person, 

Appeal from the Decision of, the Surveyor 
General. 

XXXI. Tho summary decision of the Surveyor 
General may bo appealed by cither party to the 
decision of tho . lodge of the Supreme Court of 
Civil Justice, in such manner as may bo provided 
by any Act of the Legislature. 

Saving of Rights' of free Miners. 

XXXII. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as giving a right to any claimant to exclude 
licensed miners from searching for any of the 
minerals aforesaid or working the same upon the 
conditions aforesaid. 

Government mag lake Laud required for 
[loads or Public Purposes. 

XXXIII. The Government shall, notwithstand- 
ing any claim, record or conveyance aforesaid, be 
entitled lo enter and tako such portion of the land 
acquired in cither of tho method, aforesaid as may 
be required for roads or other public purposes. 

Saving of the Righls.df Miners to earn/ 
a:, d lead \) r utcr. 

XXX IV. Water privileges and the right of 
carrying water for milling purposes may, notwith- 
standing any claim recorded, be claimed and taken 
upon under or over the said In ml so pre-empted 
or purchased a* aforesaid, by licensed miners re- 
quiring the same, and obtaining a grant or license 
from the Surveyor General, and paying a com- 
pensation (or damage lo the person whose land 
may be wasted or damaged by such water privilege 
or carriage ol water, to bu ascertained in case of 
dispute in manner aforesaid. 

Forfeiture if old by registration of new claim. 

-XXXV. If any person, being already registered 
as a claimant, register a cluim lo any other land 
not being contiguous thereto, the land so previously 
claimed shall ipso facto be forfeited, ami shall, 
with all improvements thereon, bo open to settle- 
ment by any other person. 

Power of reference to the Surveyor General. 

XXXVI. In case any dispute shall arise between 
persons with regard to any land so acquired as 
aforesaid, any one of the parties in difference may, 
before ejectment or action of trespass brought, ic- 
ier the question in difference to the Surveyor Gen- 
eral, who may proceed in a summary way to re- 
store the possession of any laud in dispute to the 
person whom he shall deem entitled lo the same, 
and to abate all intrusions, and award and lew 
such costs and damages as he may think lit. 

The Governor may appoint Land Recorders. 

XXXVII. The Governor may from time to lime 
appoint, remove, and re-appoint a person resident 
in any District or Settlement to be " Land Record- 
er" for the same District or Settlement, and may 
from time to time appoint a Deputy to act m his 
place during his absence. 

Duties if the Land Recorder. 

XXXVIII. Tho duties of the "Land Recorder" 
shall be to keep a book to be called the " Occupa- 
tion Record," in which he shall cuter at the request 
of any person who lias acquired land, a memor- 
andum of the presence of such person in the Dis- 
trict or Settlement on the date of such memor- 
andum, and in the event of such person ceasing lo 
occupy laud acquired as aforesaid for a temporary 
purpose, the name of the person (not being a per- 
son registered as a pre-emptorj occupying lor 
him, such person to appear and be identified be- 
fore such Recorder at the time of the record. 

'Ihc Surveyor General In transmit maps and 
eo/iies of registration to Land Rccoidn: 

XXXIX. The Surveyor General shall from lime 
lo time as Land Recorders are appointed, transmit, 
to each Recorder copies of all maps of the District 
or Settlement to which such Recorder is appoint- 
ed, nnd also copies of the Registration Record of 
the said District or Settlement (if any.) 

Recorder shall enter copies of fresh records. 

XL. The Land Recorder shall also record in a 
book to bo supplied to him for that purpose, the 
copies of the Records made with tho Surveyor 
General, and of the maps and plans aforesaid, and 
keep them for the inspection of the public. 

Person occupying in the place of another who 
reiords 'foY himself to mite representing the 
other. 

XLI. Any person occupying land in the place 
of a person temporarily absent, who shall record 
any claim to any land, shall be deemed from tho 
date of such record to have ceased to uccupy on 
behalf of the person temporarily absent. 

Recorders Reports. 

XLI I. The Laud Record or shall report to the 
Surveyor General once every six months the s'ate 
of his District or Settlement, particularizing as far 
as possible the number of settlers who arc resident 
on recorded claims, and the number of claims re- 
corded which have been vacant for two months or 
longer, 

Statement of Recorder as In certificate of im- 
provement. 

XLIII. A statement of the Land Recorder, sign- 
ed and addressed by him to the Surveyor General, 
shall be prima facie evidence of permanent im- 
provements to tlio value therein mentioned. 

Extracts from "Occupation Boole' to be evi- 
dence. 

XLIV. An extract from the "Occupation Re- 
cord," signed by the Land Recorder, and proved 
to have been so signed by a competent witness, 
shall be prima facie evidence of the occupation by 
the porson therein named as personally present on 
the date therein mentioned, nnd an extract made, 
signed and proved, as aforesaid, of the record of 
the name of the person occupying as substitute for 
another, shall bo prima facie evidence (until re- 
butted by evidence of absence or registration as 
aforesaid) of occupation in lieu ol the prc-cmptor 
icgistercd. 

Omission to eider the. las/ date when present lo 
be prima facie evidence of absence for two 
months previous to the application for can- 
cellation. 

X LV. In tho event of any application for tho can- 
cellation of a claim on the ground of permanent ces- 
sation of occupation, if the: person whose claim shall 
be sought to bo cancelled shall be shown to have 
quilted the District without recording the date of 
his last presence in the District or Settlement as 
aforesaid, tho date of his absence shall prima facie 
be taken tu have been more than two months' pre- 
viously to the date of the application for cancella- 
tion. 

The Surveyor General may rapiire notice to 
be served on parti/ ivhn.se claim is sought lo 
be cancelled. 

XLV1. In the event of the Surveyor General 
requiring the attendenco personally of the person 
whose claim is so sought to bo cancelled, be may 
require that notice to attend at the Laud OiHcc, 
Victoria, at a time to ho lixed by the Surveyor 
General, shall be served on such person. 
Notice may be substituted on the Recorder. 

XLVII. In tho event of such person not being 
found am! served with such notice, the Surveyor 
General may order such notice to h« left with the 
Land Recorder for the District or Settlement where 
such contested claims arc bituate. 

Costs of serving substituted notice. 

XLVIII. A sum not exceeding XI, to bo fixed 
by the Surveyor General, and noted on the notice, 
shall be paid to the Laud Recorder to meet tho ex- 
penses of serving tho said notice, by tho parly re- 
quiring the same to be served. 
Service of' substituted, no/ ice nnd return In/ the 
Recorder. 

XLIX. Tl'c Land Recorder shall, if tho person 
upon whom tho said notice is to bo served, can be 
found in the District or Settlement, cause tho samo 
uotico to be served upon him, and as soon as the 
Laud Recorder has served the said person, or ac- 
eertained that he cannot be found in the said Dis- 
trict or Settlement, shall certify tho same under his 
hand, and remit such certificate by tho curliest 
communication to the Surveyor General. 

The Surveyor may proceed ex parte. 

L. The Surveyor General, upon the receipt of tho 



said certificate, and after such postponement and 
a Ivertigemonts (if ail) 1 ) as he may think necessary, 
may determine the question on such evidence, 
Whether ex parte or otherwise, as he may think 
proper. 

Fees payable to the Reenter. 

LI. Tho Recorder shall bo entitled to the fee of 
■li. 2d. on recording copies of any pre-emption re- 
cord from the Land Ollice, and lo a fee of Is. on 
recording any other matter or thing, and the said 
fees shall bo paid and payahlo by llio person re- 
quiring the record to lie made, ami the recorder of 
each District or Settlement shall also be entitled 
lo the amount of record fees paid at the Land 
Office for the registration of claims in his District 
or Settlement. 

Recorder to sign records. 

[ill. The Recorder shall sign bis name at tho 
foot of every entry in the 14 Occupation Record." 

Shut Title. 
LIU. This proclamation may be cited as the 
"Vancouver Island Land Proclamation, 1802.

Recent Alterations of the Laud System. 



For some tin-e past tbc English papers have 
been reading sermons to the lirilish public 
and the inhabitants of the •colonies upon the 
many favors heaped by the Uovernment of 
Great Britain upon their distant settlements. 
Among the benefits churned to have boon be- 
stoned, particular stress has been laid by some 
of these journalist upon the fact Unit the Crown 
lias handed ever its rights inland and minerals 
to the Colonial Governments. Whatever 
may have been the conduct of the Crown to- 
wards other provinces, and however favorably 
they may have been treated, the people of this 
country are not able to speak well of the man- 
ner in which they have been dealt with by the 
Home Government, either directly or through 
its delegates iu the Colony. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the inhabitants of this island 
must have the greatest interest in the proper 
disposal of the public lands, and that they are 
the best judges of the proper way to deal with 
them for the purpose of promoting the settle- 
ment of the country, and notwithstanding the 
fact, that they having cast their iot in this 
remote corner of the world, that they, strug- 
gling to build up an empiie, should have the 
control of every source of revenue that could 
possibly assist them in their arduous task, 
yet up to this time they have been kept wait- 
ing the convenience either of u Government 
10,000 miles away from them, or its represen- 
tative here, it is hard to tell which ; so that 
the people of this colony have not much to 
thank the Government of Great Britain for up 
to this time. If we look to these who repre- 
sent or misrepresent it hero, mutters look no 
brighter. Who docs not romembcr the ex- 
pectation that was excited of the speedy set- 
tlement of the important question of handing 
over the Crowu lauds to the colony, when, in 
1800, the Attorney-General, representing 
the Covernor, advocated the grunting of 
the civil list, declaring that the Crown 
lands would bo handed over to the Colony 
upou its being voted by the Assembly, and 
that despatches lay in the Acting-Colonial 
Secretary's oflico which authorized it to bo 
done ? 

Wo all know the result. The Civil List 
was obtained by a clever dodge, but the 
lands remained and remains to this day in 
statuque. Did Mr. Cary spoak truly when 
ho led the House of Assembly to believe 
the matter would be settled to iheir (satis- 
faction. Was he authorized by the Gov- 
ernor to make any statement of the 
kind? All candid men will say the blame 
reits on the shoulders of ilie Governor or his 
henchman, and none will be at a loss what 
name to apply to such conduct. In our own 
mind wo have not the slightest doubt that 
if the Governor so decreed, the Colony could 
have the land without any delay whatever. 
Does he wish to render himself independent 
oflho Colony ' does he wish to apply the 
monies which aro produced by the laud 
sales, and which ought to bo under the 
control of our representatives? Does he 
wish to apply them to the subsidizing of his 
willing servants — his body guard of officials? 
Where the Civil List gives thorn four, must 
ho add another hundred pounds? If he does 
wish all this, he does well in preventing 
the Colony from getting possession of their 
lands. He may make proclamation upon 
proclamation respecting their management. 
The principles by which he is bound in 
one may bo discarded in another. Jt may 
be for better but far more likely for worse. 
But will the inhabitants of this Island be 
contented with any such irresponsible legis- 
lation 1 What satisfaction would it be for 
them even if they had littlo cause of corn 
plaint, as long autocracy has its home in 
their midst • 

Though there ate some good features 
about the new Land Proclamation— '.hough 
•we think if proporly carried out it will ma- 
terially assist in opening up our extensive 
northern country, and developing ils great 
agricultural resources, by affording facilities 
to men with small capital to settle down to 
farming, yet wo cannot fail to seo not a few 
glaring deficienccs ; and more than that, 
what every one must condemn — a viola- 
tion of the pre-emption principle, for so we 
must call it. It is well known that some 
timo back the Governor upon an address 
from the Houso of Assembly, and in accord 
ance with the express desire of the inhabit 
ants of this colony, sot out with the principle 
of selling no laud without pre-emption 
settlement. One would naturally think 
that it would work well — that it would 
effectually close the door to land-jobbers, 
and consequently would be retained, but we 
find that by the second clause of the new 
Proclamation that, "whenever public require- 
ments are such as to lender the sale ot any 
traotof land expedient, whether a town-site, 
suburban lot or otherwise, the land will bo 
put up and sold by public auction." * *' 
"And in the event of any land not fetching 
the upset price, it shall bo lawful lor the 
Surveyor General to sell the same by private 
contract at such upset price ;'' and by the 
third clause, "all conutry land forfeited for 
non-payment of instalments, shall from time 
be put up for sale ut public auction at an up- 
set price of 4s. 2d. per acre." If this does not 
give an opportunity for speculators to come 
in to the exclusion of bona fide settlers and 
occupants, we do not know what it does. 
What is to prevent capitalists from buying 
up a dozen lota and holding over till they in- 
crease in value without making the slightest 
improvements ? Not u word do we find in 
either of those clauses that would render it 
necessary lor any purchaser to settle upon 
the land, or put up buildings, or do any- 
thing, in short, to aid iu tho settlement of 
the country. It is nothing more than a loop- 
hole fur the perpetration of snch jobs as that 
beautiful shutiie by which Sallas Island 
came under the ownership of the Attorney 
General. 

What reason is there! for making the lots so 
much smaller than under the old proclama- 
tions ? No man might to bo tied down to a 
hundred acres. What kind of a farm cau he 
make out of that when he conies to take ofT 
his cattle-ranch, und other reserves. Why 
is there such it distinction made between 
married and unmarried men, to the detri- 
ment of the latter 1 Is it expected that 
wen go farming with the intention of re- 
maining sitiglc all their life? Who does 
not know that every man of thorn goes to make 
a home for a wife and family ? that he is tho 
pioneer to overcome tho rugged obstacles, and 
make smooth the path for his future partner > 



and why should he suffer for his consideration 
and his manliness? We think the old law was 
far more favorable and just. But perhups the 
Governor is working with the Emigration 
societies in the old country. Arc we to sup- 
poso that he wishes the young men to take 
themselves wives from the fair maids who have 
recently arrived amongst us ? Can it be that 
he says to the agents in England " You semi 
the women, and I'll get them married." We 
confess the proclamation looks like it. 

We are at a loss to perceive what good is 
to be gained by the enactment of the fifteenth 
clause or the new proclamation. Why should 
any pre-emptor be liable to have his land 
leased bv the Government to any person with 
out his consent? It completely minifies any 
good effect the pre-emption law ought to pro- 
duce. If a man preempts laud, ho ought to 
have the whole of it above and below. As 
Ion" as ho does what the law requires ol him. 
he should have all the benefit to bo derived 
from tho land. If there arc uny minerals 
to be worked, let him work them or have the 
privilege of leasing them to whomsoever he 
may select. No compensation can render it 
satisfactory to a man to bo liable to huvo ais 
laud let out by tho Uovernment for us many 
years as they please. This clause is likely to 
cause a great deal of trouble, and should be 
repealed. It is of the highest importance thai 
our land laws should oiler no obstacle to those 
who arc desirous of making our country their 
home. Wc cannot, however, expect perfection 
all ut once ; vet, if guided by true principles, 
time will enable us to perceive where any de 
liuiencies exist, aud what remedies ought to 
be applied. 

There arc other matters connected with the 
new proclamation which might call for some 
remarks from us, but want of space forbids 
our dwelling further on the|subject at present.

The jury summoned to inquire into tlie 
cause of the death of James Webster, who 
■was shot on Kane street, in this city, on 
Monday , evening last, re-nsserubled yester- 
day morning in the Boomerang Inn. 

Owing to the gross neglegetice or mis- 
management of some official) the proceedings 
did not commence until hiilf-past ten o'clock 
—neither the priooner nor any of the wit- 
nesses lieiii;; in attendance until half an hour 
ufier the hour fixed. The Coroner and most 
of the jurors were present at 10 o'clock pre- 
cisely. 

The following evidence was taken : 

EVIDENCE Ok G. SUTItO. 

Gustaetts Su'trd, sworn — About threo or 
four weeks ago, a man who gave the name 
of Caniy uame into my store, rittracted", us he 
said, on seeing the name ol Stitro; lie said 
he knew my cousin in Washoe; entered in-

Anthony Elliott saw Canty about two 
weeks ago twice around Lawrence's house, 
and asked him what he was doing there, 
and he replied that he was waiting to have 
satisfaction or revenge out of Lawrence. and 
showed ine a pistol and knife on a belt un- 
der his coat ; 1 asked him what Lawrence 
had been doing to him, and he gave me no 
.satisfaction ; knew Canty eiyht years ; heard 
that Canty was divorced from his wile in 
California ; Canty did not look ut all like 
Webster — he was not so tall or so stout, 
and was ol'daik complexion. 

Tho evidence of Mr. Elliott closed the case, 
and it was given to the jury at 4 o'clock, who 
returned, after a deliberation of an hour, 
with a verdict that the deceased, Jamew 
Webster, came to his death from the effects 
of pistol-shot wounds tired fiom the hands 
of George Lawrence, and defining the crime 
as one of "Manslaughter."

Webster's name 
was not mentioned by Lawrence,

TOWN COUNCIL. 

Monday Evk.ni.st,, Sept. 22, 1802. 

Council met ut 7:15 o'clock. Present: 
His Worship Ihe Alayor arid a full Hoard. 

The Nuisance Ordinance came up on a 
reconsid e ration. 

Tho fast riding and diiving clause was 
amended by Mr. Lewis, seconded by Mr. 
Searby, to read, at a rate nut exceeding 
e ght miles per Lour, under a penalty of jU 
for each and every ollenee. 

Mr. Copland suggested an addition to the 
ordinance, establishing the sido of the road 
which horsemen and vehicles were to take, 
but declined to make a motion on account of 
the opposition with which all his motions 
hail been met at the previous meeting. 

Mr. Reid suggested that all horses should 
trot within the city limits, and that none be 
allowed to cuilter, 

Mr. Lewis nlso moved that horsemen and 
vehicles take the lelt side in riding and driving. 

Mr. Reid, seconded by Mr. Copland, moved 
that no horse or vehicle ride through the town 
faster than a trot ; tb it u canter be amenable 
to the laws, uud that passing each other that 
they pass each other on the right, according to 
linglish law. The amendment wus lost, and 
Mr. Lewis amendment carried. 

Mr. Copland moved that in thu impounding 
clause, horses and cult Ic be stricken utit, and 
that pigs and goats, not redeemed within sev- 
en days, be sold uud the liuu und costs placed 
in the city treasury. 

Councillor Reid moved that the surplus 
proceeds bo handed to Ihe owner. Lost. 

Mr. Copland introduced a clause inter- 
dicting the carrying of lire-arms or other 
dangerous weapons within the city limits 
under a penally of XL Carried. 

Mr. Lewis amended, ii.viug the penally at 
£5. | Applause. | Carried. 

Councillor Searby moved that not more 
than I -3d ol a street be occupied in the 
erection of a new building, and thai a fence 
be erected mound Ihe Works, and lights he 
kept burning at, night, t.'ariied. 

Mr. Copland moved that all pipes and 
drains be so arranged as to lead the liquid 
or susblanco from premises without damage 
to neighbors, ami that tho same bo caused 
to run into the stieot. 

Messrs. Lewis and Searby opposed the 
amendment, because no system of sewerage 
had ever Ween established, and because it 
would entail great expense Oil a householder 
in many instances to carry the water 10 the 
front of his premises, when it was oil its level. 

Mr. Copland said that u $'2 pipe would 
curry the water from the roof to the street 
easily. 

Tho vote was a tie, and His Worship hav- 
ing the casting vole, voted against Ihejuuend- 
mem, which was accordingly lost. 

The Nuisance Ordinances were then read 
and adopted as a whole. 

Mr. Stionueli moved that the ordinances 
just passed bo published in the Daily Colonist 
and Press. Mr. .Searby seconded, and the 
motion was carried. 

On motion ol Mr. Searby, an advertisement 
calling for tuudurs for city printing, was 
carried. 

Mr. Copland bogged to inquire whether 
the Mayor and Council have given authority 
to any party to break the ground of Church- 
way and Humboldt streets, uud pointed to 
tho Act ol Incorporation which gave the 
Council control of the atiecls. He said that 
the Council should pass a law to prevent the 
breaking up of tho highways as was at pre- 
sent being done by the convicts. 

The Ma) or said that he had given no such 
authority, and if any person was guilty ol 
the same, the clerk would he ordered to 
notify the purtios so offending to cease, be- 
cause it would alter Ihe grade of the city. 
We hud had too much ufsuch high-handed 
operations here, and now it was the duty of 
Council to slop the mischief 

Mr. Lewis said that the chain-gang was 
only clearing tho lubbish front a path to 
allow children to go to school. 

Mr. Copland replied in a spirited manner, 
and said the Hudson Hay Company or the 
Government had dune always just as they 
pleased with the streets heretofore. 

The motion was set aside for consideration 
at tho next meeting. 

Tho Footpath Ordinances came up and were 
reud a second time. 

Mr. Copland gave it as his (legal) opinion 
that thu ordinances were inoperative, because 
the Council had no power to sue delinquents. 

His Worship believed the Council had lull 
power. 

Mr. Hicks agreed with Councillor Copland 
and proposed that the Council should apply 
for extended powers. 

Mr. Raid spoko of the hardships which 
would result to parties compelled to raise their 
old sidewalks, and thought the Councillors 
were making fools of themselves, to use the 
words of a member uf Assembly. Tho law 
was about us much value as an old sheet of the 
Colonist a hundred weeks old. [Great laugh- 
ter, j 

The ordinances passed. 

The Committee of Ways and Means re- 
ported progress, and further time wus granted. 

The petition from property-holders and resi- 
dents on Government street to have that 
thoroughfare graded and macadamized from 
Johnson to Pembroke streets, was laid on the 
table until an ordinance to establish the city 
grades has been passed. 

On the petition from tho Gas Company to 
have tho draw of the Rock Hay bridge repaired: 

Mr. I licks offered a motion that the Clerk 
be instructed to notify the Gas Company thut 
the Council is not prepared at present to grant 
the petition. Carried. 

The Council next proceeded to ballot for a 
Town Clerk, it being resolved that after the 
second ballot any candidate not receiving 
more than one vote be stricken oil. 

The first ballot Stood— Pidwcll, 2 ; Leigh, 2; 
Austin, I ; Peurkcs, 1. 

Second ballot — Pid well, 2; Austin, 2; 
Leigh, I ; Peurkcs, I . 

Messrs. Leigh and Pcarkes were here strick- 
en oil as candidates. 

Third ballot— Pidvvoll, 2 ; Austin -1. 

His Wiuship declared Mr. Austin duly 
elected Town Clerk, and that gentleman 
thanked the Council for the honor conferred. 

The Council then adjourned until Monday 
evening next, at 7 o'clock.

I have further to add that upon my arrival here

of Edinburgh. In January, 1859, I sent my Jirst 
Petition to Her Majesty, through this Government, 
(which document 1 believe never reached England, 
aa I never heard of it afterwards,) In January, 
1881, I sont a second, Petition, and in July, 1861, 
I forwarded a third Petition, in duplicate, that is, 
one eopy through this Government, and tho other 
through the influential parties above mentioned. 
The despatch of the 7th February has now been in 
these Government offices for upwards of three 
months, and, as my legal rights have not yet been 
accorded to me, it will shortly be my duty to make 
a jeurth appeal to my Queen.
